After my ‘return home from England I was able to report to the 
chancellor on the good impressions I had received, and particularly that 
opinion in England was apparently in favor of an understanding and of 


closer relations. 
' Bulow expressed himself as satisfied with the results of the journey, 


after we had talked at length about it at Homburg, and consulted as to 
how the situation created by the journey should be put to use. I sug- 
gested that we should unquestionably come to a good agreement, if an, 
alliance—which I preferred—could not be brought about. In any event, 
a firm agreement would suffice, 1 said, and would suit the English; in 
the long run an alliance might always develop from it. 

The opportunity for such an alliance came with unexpected prompt- 
ness. While | was at Homburg vor der Hohe in the spring of 1901, Count 
Metternich, who was with me as representative of the foreign office, 
brought me a notification from Berlin that Mr. Chamberlain had inquired 
there as to whether Germany was ready for an alliance with England. |! 
immediately asked: “Against whom?”——since, if England so suddenly 
offered to make an alliance in the midst of peace, it was plain that she 
needed the German. army, which made it worth while to find out against 
whom the army was needed and for what reason German troops were to 
fight, at England’s behest, by her side. sThereupon the answer came 
from London that they were needed against Russia, since Russia was a 
thenace both. to India and to Constantinople. ,

solicitor-general of the United States

The case involves a period of liti- 
gation inning in January, 1920, 
when, under the federal reserve ‘act, 
the Atlanta federal reserve bank, 
ordered all checks on _ non-resident 
banks to pass through the local in- 
stitution at par clearance value. The 
case had ‘its inception in Fulton su- 
perior court but was later transfer- 
red to the United States district 
court here. Owing to the disquali- 
fication of Judge Sibley. who was a 
stockholder in one of the banks in- 
volved, Judge Beverly D. Evans, of 
Savannah, came here and tried the 
case. Judge Evans decided in favor 
of the federal reserve bank, and his 
decision was sustained by the dis- 
trict court of appeals. 

400 Banks Protest. 

More than 400 banking institutions 
of the state protested against the par 
clearance orders, claiming that it de- 
prived them of a large portion of rev- 
enue. Subsequently the casé was ap- 
pealed to the United States supreme 
court, which held that the smaller 
banks were entitled to a hearing, at 
which additional evidence was.to be 
offered by the country banks. 

This hearing was had last January 
before Judge Evans, who again ruled 
in favor of the Federal Reserve bank, 
but barred the latter from publish- 
ing names of banks net included in 
the federal reserve system who were 
not observing the par clearance plan. 

The appeal, which began in United 
States court of appeals Monday, was 
filed by the American Bank and Trust 
company, of Cordele, and several hun- 
dred other banks throughout the state. 
The main issue upon which the smalle. 
banking institutions are basing their 
appeal is to prevent the Federal Re- 
serve bank of Atlanta frém receiv- 
ing and collecting all checks on out- 
of-town banks at par clearance.

The Resonance Curve and Its Uses. 
A resonance curve is a graphical means of showing the changes In 
the current flowing in a circuit when changes are made in the circuit 
which affect the condition of resonance. For example, a resonance curve {3 
useful in determining the decrement of the emitted wave from a spark 
transmitter or in ascertaining if there is more than one energy maximum 


The resonance curve is. generally 
plotted in current units against wave 
length. Figure 1 shows a typical 
resonance curve of a spark trans- 


mitter when the circult is emitting 


a Single wave length, while Figure 2 
represents the conditions In a spark 
transmitter which {is emitting two 
sharply detined wave lengths. Curves 
shown in Figures 1 and 2 may both 
be made from readings taken from 
a wave meter such as shown in Fig- 
ure 3 placed in inductive relation to 
the antenna. The wave meter con- 
sists of a tixed inductance and a va- 
riable condenser with a thermometer 
in series. The wave length corre- 
sponding to any particular setting of 
the condenser may be taken from a 


chart which accompanies the wave 


meter, or the meter may be cali- 
brated directly in meters wave- 
length. 

In order to obtain the condition 
of resonance shown in Figure 1 
ioose coupling must be employed 
detween the open and closed circuits 
of the spark transmffter and the 
closed circuit must contain a gap 
having good quenching qualities. 
Figure 2 illustrates the condition 
usually found tn amateur stations 
employing non-synchronous’§ gaps 
with very tight coupling between 
the primary and secondary Circuits. 
When the coupling is reduced grad- 
ually the two peaks in the resonance 
curve come closer together, indicat- 
ing that there is less reaction be- 
tween the two circuits and the radi- 
ated enérgy is more nearly concen- 
trated on a single wave length. 

It is possible to calculate the dec- 
rement of the emitted: wave of the 
Spark transmitter for which a reso- 
nance curve has been drawn, but the

Whether or not the emitted wave’ complies with this. 


requirement may be determined by a comparison between the amplitudes 
of the peaks of the resonance curve in terms of the current units employed 


in drawing the curve. 


If some form of sensitive indicating meter is employed it is possible 
to gather data for a resonance curve of a spark transmitter at a distant 


receiving station. 


Such an instrument would be a valuable asset for opera- 


tors interested in checking the amount of interference caused by various 


transmitting stations.
